pieces and inflicting injuries which 
resulted in her death at 10:30 Thurs­ 
day night. 
T he terrible 
accident

while Miss Hyer was

way 
home from this city, the train strik 
ing the closed Buick fairly and reduc­ 
ing it to a mass of twisted steel and 
scraps 
in a twinkling, 
leaving the 
shattered mac bine piled up against a 
telephone pole some 15 feet from the 
point where it was struck, with Miss 
Hyert her buck crushed to a pulp, hip 
and leg broken and in a dying condi­ 
tion still 
the steering wheel. 
A h speedily as possible tho train, 
which was running nearly 40 miles per 
hour, was brought to a stop about 
200 yards up the track, and then back­ 
ed to the scene of the tragedy. 
By this time Joe Dick and others, 
who chanced to be near tile spot at 
the time. were removing the injured 
woman from the shattered machine.

PAYS BIG REWARD 
Bv Associated Press Dispatch- 
W ashington May 3.—T h e part the 
Reclam ation Service is taking in the 
general cam paign to stim ulate w ar 
production in agriculture was rev eal­ 
ed In a report m ade public by D irect­ 
or A rthur P. Davis showing that crops 
valued at $50,000,000 were raised in 
1917 by 29.000 farm ers on 1,000,000 
acres of reclaim ed land. 
The gross 
average of $50 an acre for crops growrn 
on irrigated farm s is considered re­ 
m arkable by governm ent officials, in 
view of the fact th at in 1909 the aver 
age yield for farm s in the entire U nit­ 
ed States was only $16.30 per acre. 
“The production capacity of the Am­ 
erican desert afte r irrigation Is e m ­ 
phasized when the results of the fa r­ 
mers are compared with those of the 
humid states,” saiy the report. 
"Tile 
1917 crop from reclaim ed lands ex ­ 
ceeds in total value by $11,000,000 all 
th e crops of Maine as shown by the 
census reports of 1909. 
It is g reater 
by $7,000,000 than the combined crops 
of New H am pshire and Verm ont and 
only $4,436,000 less than the total crop 
values of M assachusetts and C onnect­ 
icut.” 
T he vast extent of the Reclam ation 
service’s activities also is revealed by 
the report. 
U nd er its direction, work 
is now under way on th irty projects 
in fifteen w estern states em bracing 


3,112,655 acres divided 
into 
GO.331 
arms. 
So far, w ater is available for 
,750,000 a c r o t e r approxim ately about 
ne-half of the a re a affected by the 
arious projects but limited funds at 
he disposal of the reclam ation service 
w hindering the work of reclaiming 
ho balance of the land. 
Despite this 
handicap, however, this work is being 
pushed as rapidly as possible.
